Dear  Listener 

As  I  began  this  report  to  you,  KPFK  was 
wrapping  its  most  successful  fund  drive  in 
history.  The  total  will  come  to  $360,000,  which 
marks  the  highest  figure  ever  reached  in  dol- 
lar terms,  that  is,  without  factoring  in  infla- 
tion. We  have  you  to  thank  for  this  success, 
and  we  do  so  with  awe  and  wonder. 

Like  most  fund  drives,  emotions  ride  a 
roller  coaster.  This  time  the  highs  were  higher 
and  the  lows  were  higher  too.  For  example,  as 
the  drive  opened  on  February  25th,  your 
pledges  over  the  first  three  days  averaged 
more  them  $35,000  a  day.  This  period  coincid- 
ed with  the  last  72  hours  of  the  Persian  Gulf 
War. 

When  the  cease  fire  came,  pledges  dropped  off  by  more  than  $10,000  a 
day.  1  didn't  know  what  to  make  of  the  decline  and  needed  an  attitude 
adjustment  to  put  the  achievements  in  perspective.  Even  at  $25,000  a  day, 
KPFK  was  doing  the  best  it  had  ever  done  in  winning  listener  support.  More- 
over, your  support  continued  to  come  in  record  amounts  and  numbers  of 
new  suscribers  over  the  remaining  nine  days  of  the  drive.  Again,  thank  you! 

Now  reality  sets  in:  fund  drive  pledges  are  promises  to  pay  and  not 
everyone  fulfills  the  promise;  KPFK  has  cost  overruns,  partly  associated  with 
the  cost  of  our  Persian  Gulf  coverage  and  we  must  cover  those  costs  before 
incurring  new  ones. 

However,  the  basic  fact  remains  that  the  success  of  this  fund  drive  will 
be  dedicated  to  a  new  hire  at  KPFK:  a  Public  Affairs  Director  to  help  coordi- 
nate the  many  special  and  community  events  coverages,  and  our  regular  pro- 
gramming as  well.  We'll  spend  the  next  few  weeks  making  sure  we  can 
recruit  well  for  this  position  and  by  late  spring  hope  to  make  that  hire.  If  you 
are  interested  in  a  job  description,  by  all  means  send  an  inquiry  letter  to  me 
at  3729  Cahuenga  Blvd.

In  fact,  if  all  goes  well  over  the  next  few  months,  KPFK  will  be  mapping 
a  long  range  (strategic  to  use  a  buzzword)  plan  for  the  future.  In  late  March,  I 
start  learning  about  the  1990  census  and  will  want  to  weave  some  of  that 
information  together  with  audience  information  to  make  future  decisions 
about  our  programming. 

Since  the  longest  journey  begins  with  the  first  step,  let  these  last  sen- 
tences represent  our  first  steps  together  toward  dialoguing  about  KPFK's 
future.  While  this  future  is  presently  open  for  comment  and  interpretation,  I 
invite  your  input.  In  general  terms,  the  future  will  likely  countenance  a  more 
multicultural  approach  to  programming,  which  will  reflect  the  changing 
demographics  of  this  region.  I'm  interested  in  your  thoughts  about  this.  No 
hurry,  but  think  about  your  own  thoughts  and  if  you  wish,  send  them  on  to 
me.
